We know of no equivalent to the .appoint- 
Ment -in modern times; and its nearest 
representative seems to ke the satraps of 
the ancient Persian Empire, as founded by 
Dazius. . We bavd before, on the 17th 
instant, alluded to the external aspects of 
the appointment ; the internal, as indicative 
of the profound charges through which the 
Russian Empire is jpassing, seem no less 
important and interesting. In remarking 
more than once re¢éntly on the curious 
contrast between ‘orders given nt Si. 
Petersburg and the acts of the Russian 
agents in the Far East, we have more than 
once pointed out ‘the absence of any 
adequate power of control midway, Russia, 
we all know, feels none too assured of lier 
position in Central Asia, ard doubtless ' 
fears that at any moment her communica- 
tions may be cut in itwo ; she has too often 
condoned the imost glaring breaches of * 
‘discipline to feel quite easy as to the- 
loyalty of ber commanders; and now the 
same difficulty is staring her ia the face at 
the extremity of the line. It has been 
evident during tha whole of the recent 
operations in Manchurian that not St. 
Petereburg, but the officer in command in the 
eastern Province, has assumed full control of | 
Russia's foreigu policy. This, as we have 
pointed: out, while a menace to the world at :

satisfactory to her statesmen at home, and 
it may well be that the new step is taken 
in the hope of getting rid of the anomaly.

FOOUHOW’S TRADE IN 1902. 


sions 
(Daily Press, 4th September.) 

The future of the old port of Foochow 
appeara to be gloomy in the extreme. It 
is some years now since it became uecessary 
to look upon Foochow as a decaying plice, 
but the drop in prosperity recorded Inst 
year was as serious as ever. The trade 
report for 1902 made for the British 
Foreign Odice by Mr. Consul PLayvair 
announces a falling off to the value of 
over £100,000 compared with the figures of 
1901, a fall from £2,465,745 to £2,364,490. 
The drop was entirely one in British goods. 
Trade with China ports remained fairly 
stationary; non-British foreign trade ad- 
vanced from £171,641 to £420,123; but 
British trade fell from £1,214,257 in 
1901 to £888,674 in 1902, a decrease of 
no less than £325,583. <A table of exports 
and imports during 1901 and 1902 gives 
the figures of foreign and China ports 
trade thus :—

It is to be noted that these values being 
iu sterling, no attention is paid to the fall 
in exchange. This is to be regretted, as it 
is impossible to arrive at a just estimate of 
the situation without considering the price 
of silver. Asa matter of fact, the tael fell 
from an average of 23, 114d. in 1901 to one 
of 2a. 7id. in 1992, a drop which makes a 
very considerabledifference in comparing the 
two years. Nevertheless, as far as British 
trade is concerned, such a fact does not 
make the state of affairs better. British 
imports and exports both fell off lamentably 
compared with other imports and exports, 
and China ports exports made an enormous 
gain compared with the drop in British 
exports. 

Turning to shipping we find that British 
vessels coutinuel to preeminent as 
freight-carriers, but nevertheless their figures 
fell of both in number of vessels and in 
tonnage, whereas the total numbers of vessels 
entered and cleared made a notable advance 
and the total tonnaze showed a trifling gain. 
30 Japanese vessels, of over 8,000 tons. 
were chiefly responsible for this. Obviously 
Britain is gradually losing the trade of 
Foochow, which, though deslining, is surely 
‘worth a strugzle. 
that the importation of rice into Fohkien is 
tolerably constant, and that its importation 
from Burma might easily become a thriving 
industry. But we do uot know that any 
practical steps Are being taken in Burma. 
As for the export trade in tea, Mr. Puayrarr 
siys that one British merchant, taking the 
advice given by him in his reporton Foochow 
in 1901 strove earnestly to give the counsels 
a concrete form, but not with the success 
he hoped.

‘The important point in 
Dr. THomson’s reprit is its description of 
the results obtrincd from the us2 of carbolic 
acid in. plague treatment. D-. TaHomaon 
says that, fresh curative sorum being un- 
available and that imported from Kurope 
having last year proved useless, he con- 
tinued trials made by him in the two 
previous epidemics of ojl of cinnamon. 
After thirty cases he abandoned it as 
without value. After treating more than 
a hundred cases on general principles, 
Dr. THomson svys, on |the 18th May 
Dr. Argtnson proposed to him 4 further 
trial of carbolic acid, in larger’ doses 
than he had praviously used at Kennedy. 
Town. He had, he says in his report, used 
the drug in over 200 cases in 1901 ia 89- 
grain doses daily and did not think it had 
produced much effect. This year, after 
hearing Dr. ATKINSON’s | suggestion, he 
admipisterel no less than 144 grains of 
carbolie acid daily, in two;hourly doses of 
twelve grains each, ina mixture flivoured 
with syrup of orange and chloroform water, 
With these enormous dos: —one European 
patient took over 2,500 grains of pure 
carbolic acid before plague bacilli left his 
blood —Dr. Tomson expected evilence of 
carbolic acid po‘soning, gbut it was prace 
tically unkoown. As a@ result of his 
observations in 143 case}, Dr. Tomson 
considers the administration of earbs'ic 
acid in large doses the mist hopeful means 
of treating plague thus far; at.our d's ,osal 
hare. ‘‘Carbolic acid,” he writes, “is of 
undoubted value in the treatment of plague 
when given in such duses as tu a'!luw o: its 
sufficient corceatration in th; bleod to 
exert its antisepii2 ac ion on th: bacilli.” 
He gives tables show.ng the comparative 
rates of mortality before a.d after the 
use of carbolic acid, anl though it must be 
remembered that the treatment with the 
drug was commence | late jin the ep damie, 
when the disease was less virulent,-still a 
decline from 85.0 per cen’. to 36.4 pez cent.

SOCIETY FORMED IN HONGKONG. 

A public meeting of ladies and gentlemen 
interested in the formation in tle Colony of 
a Society for the Pravention of Cruelty to 
Animals was held onithe 28th nit. in the 
City Hall, A. E. the Gbvernor, who was accom- 
panied by Lady Blake, presidia g. 

In proposing the first resolution on the paper, 
Hig Exce.:tencer exp'ained the objects of 
the meeting, and said ‘the formation‘of such a 
Sociely in Hongkong ‘hal not come a day too 
soon. He referred to cases of cruelty to avimals 


.that had come under th’s own notice, where 


horses, cattle, and fowls were made the victims 


of unneces:ary suffering, and expressed the 
conviction that carelessness or thoughtless. 
ness on the part of the people inflicting that 
suffering had a great deal todo with it. He 
quoted au instance that occurred once in the 
West Indies, where, riding along the road one 
day, he saw an ald negro woman carrying some 
fowls to the markets jby their legs with their 
heads hang:ng down;! He stopped the old 
woman and said to her—‘'‘Lhat is a cruel 
thing to do; how tela you like, my good 
lady, if I tcok you up’by the feet and carried 
you that way for twd! or three miles?’ She 
appeared outraged alt the idea, but carried the 
fowls properly «fter that. She simply had not 
thought about it. Inthe same way there was 
a complaint here recently about gross cruelty to 
a pony, which had ben driven about all cay and 
at last dropped and nearly died ; il was possible 
that there the Chin thought asl.ttleabout that 
pony #8 the Cockney, whom Mr. Leitch was fond 
of caricataring in the pages of Punch years ago, 
thought about his horse. When told that the 
animal might be driven for thirty miles but 
could not possibly be driven for six(y, he 
answered—“ It's all right; I have bought two 
whips.” Ix most of these cases it was probable 
that the cruelty was the resuit of unfeeling 
thoughtlessness rather than deliberate brataity. 
The purpcse of the Sccicly was to stimulate 
the suse-pt.bilities of these thoughtless persons 
and bring before them appreciati-n of the fact 
th od, who had laid upon sl/l tnimals the 
capacity to suffer, had planted in the human 
breast the seeds of sympathy, and pity, and 
mercy, aud without cultivation of these quali- 
ties, 2. man, or woman, however successful 
or high or mighty,, was but a poor creature 
whose mind had b-en defermed by neglect 
or abuse’ As Shakespeare. had said in 
his :,beauii-ol lines— Mercy is au 
attribute to God ! himself.” His Excell- 
ency,' wLose remarks were received with 
applause, then read|the fcllowing resolution 
standing iu his name':—That it is desirable to 
form's Society for the Prevention of Cruelty 
to, Animals in Hongkong and it be now 
resolyed that such a Society ba hereby formed 
uider-the. name of The Hongkong Society 
for the-Prevention of Cruelty to Animale.” 

Mr. B. A, Hewett sa:d--Your Excellen y, 
Lady ‘Blake, ladies and gentlemen,—As it has 
fallen to me-to second’ the first resolution 
proposed by His Exce lency the Governor. I 
trust I may be permitted on behalf of those here 
present to ‘express||to His Excellency the 
appreciation we feel at:the interest he has shown 
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in this movement and our thanks for his n 


accepling the Presidency of our new Socie y 
and for agreeing to presids at this our 
inauguration meeting, While thanking His 
Exceltency for the snpport he has given us, it

| uame of our Society and that our Society may 


then te known as the Royal Society for the 
Provention of Cruelty to Auvimuls. As to the 
need fur such a Sc ciety as (Lis being formed in 
Hongkong, I fear ther: cannot but be one 
opinion aud that is that itis very badly required. 
While we must give full credit {o what is dour 
by the polics aud other authorities towards 
pultivg down individual cases of cruelty, we 

ow tuat by themselves they cannot do all 
that is required {o put a stop to the great and 
entirely uuneces-ary cruelty to which so large 
a pamber of dumb creatures is daily subjected. 
I will indicate a few instances of this. A trade 
in cat‘le, even at the best, must result in much 
suffering tu poor beasts, and the trade here in 
both cattle and pigs is no exception t+ this rule. 
During the past few days [have been informed 
that “drenching " ix universally practised at 
tha catt's sheds; this I need hardly point out is 
not only a fraud on those purchasing cattle but 
results. in considerable soffering fo the 
uvfortuna‘e animal. While tke crew Act 
now before the Legislutu:e vill go far 
towards ameliorating the condition of the 
animals when it becomes law, an Act by itself is 
n t sufficient; constant supervision is mecessary 
to.sve the provisions of the Act are observed. In 
this matter the Society might render valuable 
assis ance. The overcrowding of birds in 
baskets imp rfectly provided with food and 
water, as already stated by His Excelloncy, is 
another matter requiring attention, although I 
freely admit that the market inspsctors and 
others have of recent years effec'ed considerable 
improvements on the former condition of affairs. 
The biid aud dog shops, while also better 
coutro'led than formerly, still require constant 
supervision in order to prevent suffering to 
their uvforlunata stock in trad’, us also the 
jublic livery stxbles. It is, however, when 
we come to the actnal Filling of animals 
for food that the greatest cruelty is dis- 
covered. One matter to which I think we 
should direct our attention is the propar 
pole-axit g of all cattle, and that all water buffa- 
lors should be shot. I believe I am correct in 
saying that there is not a single proper poleaxe 
in the Colony. I also consider that so far as 
possible all slaugh(er hous s on the mainland 
should be placed urder Eurvpean supervision ; 
axis well-known. the Chinese, through ca'lousness 
or more likely iznorance, inflict at time: great 


‘suffering while killing animals. I could give a 


number of instuus¢f which I. have personal 
knowledge wera it nec-ssaty 10 do so. With 
r. gard to the killing of birds, here again unfor- 
tunately great cruelty is often practised, chiefly 
in plucking birds alive or in plungit ¢ them into 
scalding water afler their throats have been 
cut but before the miserable cre«tures are dead. 
Some of the instances referred {o are those which 
might well receive the attention of the Com. 
mitt e; in others‘we must trust {o the care of 
iudividn 1 honseholders to put a stop to sach 
cases of cruelty. At first at al] events we 
propos. {o carry on the work of the Society w ti’ 
nopaid latoor; later on it may be found 
desirable to employ paid inspectors and pos- 
sibly a paid secretary, shou'd the inc.ease in 
the work of the Society prove this neces- 
sary. The aims of the Society are set forth 
in another resolation, and it only therefore 


(Hear, hear.) 
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ia necessary to here tate that our idea is 


lurgely educational betl amongst the Chinese 


«nd also the children of the Colony. I trust ~ 


therefore that our suggéstions on this subject 
wiil receive the earnest consideration of those 
engaged in edacalional work in Hongkong, and 


I would add that I hope later.on we may 


see our way to offering prizes for the best 


essays bearing on the question of kindness 


to animals to be competed for by children 


‘iu the various educational establishments. 


Auother point which I think might be 
cousidered is tha establishment, in co-operation 
with the police, of a home for lost dogs 
and cats; in fact an extension might be 
arranged of the existing estatlishment already 
maintained by the police for stray dogs. With 
regard to cases of individual acts of cruelty, 
the existing law provides certain degrees of 
punishment, but in really wanton cases, such as 
the burning alive of rats;or killing them io 
cages by slowly pouring boiling water on them 


‘(a favourite pastime of native servants) I would 


yenture to suggest that mere imprisonment does 
not meet the case. People who cau be guilty of 
such acts are more easily appealed to physically 
or through their purse, and L for one would 
like to seo the luw amended. Gross cases 
of cruelty should in my opinion be treated 
as is robbery with violence, and the Courts 
should I cousider in such cases be empowered 
to inflict heavier fines, coupled, at discretion, 
with corporal punistment, in the case of an 
animal being injured (sucu as for instance a 
horse which ia lame) but capable of being cured, 
it should be plac-d under suitable care until its 
recovery be effected, the expenses incurred to 
be borne by those responsible for its condition. 
With these remarks I have much pleasure in 
secouding the resolution proposed by His 
Excellency. 

Tie Hoo. WEI YUK supported the resolution 
which was carried unaninoasly. 

The Bishop oF VicT Ria proposed: the 
second resolution as follows:—‘ The purpose 
of the Society is to encourage by every possible 
means the promotion of lumanilarianism 
towards Animal Creation (a) !he members 
of the Seciety will do all in their power to put 
a stop to cruelty to animals by individual effort. 
(b) They will use their best endeavours to 
teach the true meaning of kindness to anima‘s 
to all with whom they are brought into contact 
and to educate children in these views ; to which 
end they would suggest the introduction of 
books bearing on this subject into the schools 
of the Colony. (c) It is further proposed to 
gain this object as regards the Chinese by the 
translation and circulation of  snituble 
literature amongst them.” The _ Bishop 
said he-was gladto hear that the chief 
object of the Suciety was to ba educational, 
and for that reason he was glad that the re- 
golution had baen put into his hands, bucarfse 
the meth d advocated by that resolution was 
chiefly education. His firm conviction was that 
the Chinese were not a cruel p2ople, and where 
one found cases of cruelty these things were 
only owing to ignorance. ‘The conditions 
under which the Chinese of the poorr class 
lived tended to promote thoughtlessness with 
regard to the treatment of their animals 
and fowls, and the proper way to teach them 
kindness was by «ducational means rather than 
prosecutions. If there peepla were to be 
taught to be humane towards animals, we must 
sat the example by being humane to onr fellow- 
men, for nothing tended 30 much to brutalise 
a man rs to be treated like a brute himsslf. 
Only the other day te had 
seen a man flog a rickshacoolio most 
severely with a cane, and whilst on that 
point he should like t» see a good mny of the 
canes carried about the stree’s; in thy hauds 
of officials and semi-officials quietly put id 
the fire. lf we trie! to teach our fellot-men to 
be humane, kindness towards them would be 
more likely to lead to gentle treatment towards 
animals on their part. : 

Mr. BE. H. Suaep, K.C., seconded the rvsola- 
tion, He also instanced acts of crustty that the 
Society would be called upon prevent, but 
said that most of the work of the Society would 
arise in connection with. cruelties ocanrring 
during the carriage cf animals |to Huugong. 
To illustrate what his point was, Mr. Sharp 
referred to the transport of cattle oa the West 
River, where on board ship many of them, tied 
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tip by the noses id keep them from lying , panion coming‘on behind as ffast as his injured 
down, collapsed—with jresults better left te condition would permit.

A most extraordinary instance of the vagaries 


- of the human mind in the direction of crime 


occurred at the Peak on Thursday, when 
a chair-coclie was shot in two plac.s by a 
German who had neither motiva nor provoca- 
tion for the act. ‘The German in question, a 
tall, fine-looking man of 29, who gave his name 


.to the police as Curt Vincenz and. described 


himself os a planter, was a resident at the Peak 
Hotel, and on Thursday evening hired a public 
chair and a couple of coclies (o go to the flag-staff. 
Nothing unusual trans,ired on the way there, 
but on the return trip, ..alf-way between Moun- 
tain Lodge and Babar Lodge, Vincenz pulled a 
revolvér ont of his pocl t and daliberately fired 
at the coolie in front. ‘Lhe bullet, it was subse- 
quently discovered, strack the crogs-bar cf the 
poles behind the coslie’s neck, and, glancing 
off, went{right through his foresrm. Vincenz 
then fired again, ‘and this time wounded 
his human target on the hip, the shot s‘riking 
the bone.. The chair was dropped at once, and 
the uninjured coolie|sped away in the direction 
of No. 6 Police Station, his unfortunate com- 


s 
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Vincenz appears {o 
have been quite safisxfi«l with his work, for he 
made no fnrther attempt on the man’s life, 
althungh four chambers of the revolver 
still remained loaded. On the way to 
the station the first coolie told others of what 
had happened, and these met and assisted the 
wornded Chinaman along. Lance-Sergeant 
Moore rece'ved the report of the outrage, aud 
he went ont and met Vincenz coming back. 
Moore arked him if he h d shot a chair-coolie, 
and a calm reply in tha affirmative was jriven. 
Vincenz was thereupon arrested and tuken t» 
No. 6 Police Station, where Inspector Robertson 
was dressing the wounds ef (he cooli#, who was 
subsequently sent to hospital for the necassary 
treatment. Vincerz was chargéd with shooting 
and wounding wilh intent to murder, acd on 
beir g caulioned in the arthodox way said he had 
nothivug to say beyond that he did shoot the 
coolic. sags 

The prisoner was locked up for the night, 
and on Friday morning appeared b-fore Mr. 
J. H. Kemp at the Police Court. where, on 
being formally charged. he again admilted his 
crimein tbe same noconcerned manuer. The 
magis{rate asked bim if he understood Euvlish, 
and was told that he did. “ Do you understand 
the nature of the crime you are charged with?" 
was the next question, and a: other reply in the 
affirmative came froin the accused man, who 
was (hen remanded for a week in custody. 
The coolie’s wounds are not serions. and it is 
expected that he will scon ha able to give 
evidence against his would-be murderer. *

PLAGUE TREATMENT AT | 
KENNEDY TOWN HOSPITAL.

Dr. J. C. Thomson's report to Dr. Atkinson 
on plague cases treated in the Kennedy Town 
Hospital up to the 6th July last is published in 
ths bazette We make the following extracts :— 

232 cases of plagua have been admitted to 
this date, of which 87 were discharged cured, 
\7l died, aud 24 are still in Hospital, but all 
convalescent. All these 24 will almost cei taioly 
re-over completely, and for yurposes of my 
caleulatious in what follows I shall class them 
wilh those cured, As the epidemic seems. 
practically over, future adwissious to the Hos- 
pital this year will probably scarcely interfere 
with geueral statements that may now be made ; 
ant this year’s figures may, I think, be quite 
fairly compared tentatively wilh the total 
figures fir previous years. 

At the baginning of the epidemic. as fresh, 
curative seru‘n is not yet available locally, and as: 
last year’s experience sufficiently proved serum, 
imported from Europa to b3 aseless, I decided to, 
continue trials I had made to some ext nt in the 
two previous epidemics as to the curative value pf: 
oil of cinnamon. As an aromatic volatile oil it 
is antiseptic, and it is absorbed into the 
blood unchanged, so I gave it in large doses in 
the form of the essence, in the hop» that it 
might be absorbed in sufficient quantities to - 
exercise ifs antiseptic action against the plague 
bacilli, After a further series of 30 cases, 
however, I abandoned it as useless. ;

‘their chief buying aud selling place. 


these days the country around Samehun is 
like an indigo sea; such is the press of hlue-clad 
Chinese carrying all kinds of produce. 

The I.M.C. authorities here draw a monthly 
revenue of $80 to 81,000. Therd is also a tax 
imposed by the local authorities upon all pigs 
brought into the market-town.

Sergea’.t Clark, in charge at 
Shatin, and a.native temple-keeper had pre- 
viously tried to.recover it by tho same process, 
but without success. ‘ - 


Tue wuthorities at the Central Police Station 
reported on the drd inst. that on the previons 
evening ac outbreak of fire occurred in an earth- 
enware dealer's store ou the first floor of a hause 
in Yu Hing Lane, near the German ‘Tavern, 
Queen's Road West. The fire spread to the 
upper floor, a ‘family house, and this, with 
the floor underneath, was gutted. The 
ground floor, which is used as a fat-boiling 
establishment, escaped, the only dumage sus- 
tained there being from water. The premises 
on which the fire occurred are insured, as is also 
the fat-boiling establishment, but the dwelling 
house en the top story is not insured. ‘The cause 
of the fire is unexplained. 

Two Chinamen have died in hospital from 
injuries sustained whilst attempting to escape 
from the police during the execution of a 
gambling warrant at Yaumati on the 27th ult. 
by Inspector Macdenald. Thay were climbing 
down from the second floor by means of a 
water-pipe, but each Icat his bold and fell 
to the ground. A third man had a narrow 
escape. He was walking along a ledge run 
ning in front. af the verandah in order to reach 
the adjoining hous» and safety ; the ledge at 
one part gave way under his weight, and only 
a quick clutching at down-hanging venetian 
blinds saved him from following his two 
companions in misfortune. He sneceeded in 
regaining his footing and‘ getting in‘o the 
house he was aiming for.

The Liverpoot marketfis quoted firm at 6.78d.

to deal with when more distant delivery is asked 
for.

The importation into Shanghai of Keres ne Oil 
of all kinds shawed a very con-iderable drop— 
bo pur ceat—amd it is worth while noting that 
tus ian bulk otf has entirely disappeared frean 
the market, its place being taken by the Java, 
Sumatra and Langkat ols. Prices of oil were 
gr du ly advane tl toa very high figure ino der 
to cover the fa’) in exchange and the reduced off- 
take hy the various consuming districts again 
deinvastrated that when prices are high Chinese 
country people appear to use less than when oil 
ieata moderate price, as they seem quite content 
to use the mative vegetable oils, whieh gene- 
rally can he obtained “much cheaper.

—In view of this it is somewhat strange to find 
that notwithstanding the enha ced price of inast 
Cotton Piees Goods, tle tastes of the Native 
appear to run en the better qualities aud the better 
Classes of wards than was the custom some years 1go0 
when silver prices were much lower, This fact is 
particuiarly noticeable in the ease of Fancy Goods.)
